in Ban Dims* which will give our 
renders a more thorough idea of the 
aims of the organization: 


The Ban Dimas branch of the Fruit 


Growers'League held ite second meet- 
ing at Library Hall Friday evening. 
Darius White was called to the chair 
and called upon Mr. 1. NayJor of Los 
Angeles to give the assembled growers 
a talk upon the purposes and aims 
of the organization. 


The speaker said 
the practice of 


graft on the part of the 
great 
rail- 


road corporations, tho steals practi- 
ced by the box trust and kindred or- 
ganizations, had placed 
tho 
indivi- 


dual grower in A precarious condition 
and 
made organization 
absolutely 


necessary. 
These organizations re- 


present tin aggregate of wealth, brains 
and machinery. 
The 
individual 


grower is helpless to combat 
them, 


hence the need of such an oraniza- 
tion as the League. 
The League has 


already enrolled 2000 of the 8000 
growers as members,and fully expects 
from present indications to have at 
least nine-tenths of all the growers 
in the League inside of a couple of 
months. 


The first work of the league will be 


an organized effort for a reduction of 
the present freight rate on oranges 
and for better oar and transnortation 
service. 
The rate on California ap- 


plies is 75o a hundred and the time 
7 days to Chicago. 
If the 
transpor- 


tation companies can carry apples 
for 7!)c why should they charge 81.25 
for a hundred pounds of oranges and 
take from 10 days to two weeks to 
carry them tho same distance? 


The interest buck of tbo league 


will introduce a bilt in Congress for 
the increase of thfi powers of tho 
In- 


terstate Commerce Committee, and 
tho suppression of private car lines. 


A department of scientific culture 


will also bo 0110 of the features of 
tho 
league 
which will employ an 


expert on soil, bugology, etc., whose 
services will be free to the 
members 


| of tho nrgfini/ation. 
The work of the 


league is wholly within the hands of 
its members. A membership fee of 
81.00 per year 
will be 
required, 


which will be expended for printing 
and correspondence.

tude of war, which Is evidently short- 
er In duration, less deadly and morn 
circumscribed geographically than for- 
merly; the multiplication of hospitals 
and the cheapness of medical services, 
and, 
above all, the Christian Idea, now 


almost universal, of the sin'redness of 
human life. 
All of these Influences 


tell, In a special manner, on the pres- 
ervation of Infant life. This remark- 
able saving and lengthening of hu- 
man life Is destined to have, within ft 
century or two, an Important bearing 
on population. 
Formerly and up to a 


century ago, In every country on tho 
globe, Increased population 
wfts 
In 


great demand and large families were 
admired and commended, but nt the 
present day the tendency Is the other 
way. It looks as If the race had an 
Instinct that the day of over-population 
was approaching.

mated that, but for the loss of human 
life In battle and by plague the world 
would long since have been overpopu- 
loted.

STORMING TIIK ALAMO AT SAN ANTONIO, TEX. 


While the stories of the great battles of the world are being revived in 


connection with the conflicts In Manchuria, Americans, at least, may remem- 
ber the Alamo. The Alamo was a convent In San Antonio, Tex., in which a 
little band of patriots took their last stand against overwhelming numbers 
In the Texan war for Independence. 


The siege of the Alamo began Feb. 22, 1830. Colonel W. R Travis, com- 


manding. Colonel James Howie, Davy Crockott and the 187 men under them 
held out for eleven days against Santa Anna's army of 0,000. 
Not one of 


them escaped alive. By March 3 the heroic little garrison had been frightful- 
ly reduced. 
Reinforcements kad been promised, but had not been heard 


from. At sunset on that day Colonel Travis collected his men and addressed 
them substantially as follows: 


"My companions: Stern necessity compels me to employ a few moments 


afforded by this brief cessation In the conflict In making known to you ths 
most interesting, Hie most solemn, the most melancholy, and yet the most 
welcome fact Hiat humanity can realize—our fate Is senled. 
Within a few 


days at the most, perhaps a few hours, we must be in eternity. 
We must 


die. Our business Is not to make a further effort to save our lives, but to 
choose the manner of our death. But three modes are presented to us. Let 
us choose that by which we may best serve our country. Shall we surrender 
and be deliberately shot, without taking the life of a single enemy? 
SLuUl 


we try to cut our way through tho Mexican ranks and be butchered before 
we can kill thirty adversaries? 
I am opoosed to either method. Let us re- 


solve to withstand our enemies to the last, and at each advance to kill as 
many of them as possible. And when at last they storm our fortress let us 
kill them as they come. 
Kill them as they scale our walls! 
Kill them a.s 


they raise their weapons and ns they use them! 
Kill them as they kill our 


companions, and continue to k i l l them as long as one of us shall remain 
• live! Tills will I do, even If you leave me alone." 


Colonel Travis drew his sword and traced a line upon the ground, then 


said: "I want every man wlio is dcetrmined to stay here and die with me 
to come across the line." Every man leaped forward except one. 
Colonel 


Howie, wounded, could not leave his cot, nnd asked to be carried over. 


The end came on the morning of March (5. After half an hotir of fierce 


conflict the Mexicans, assnlllng In full force, succeeded in effecting an en- 
trance.

or wealth In Turkestan.

of "In Russian Turkestan" tells of a 
stalwart countryman who ferried his 
party across the Syr-Daria, miles away 
from any town or village. liis outer 
garment was In rngs and half-covered 
with mud, but as ho worked at the 
ferry rope they could see that he wore 
beneath this a tunic, or shirt, of the 
llnest silk.

coons an winding the silk is all on a 
much more primitive scale than that 
of Japan, but the quality of the silk 
produced Is Infinitely superior. When 
the silk has been wound off the co- 
coons, It Is .sold to native dyers. The 
weavers buy the silk of the dyer and 
weave It on the most primitive of 
looms. 


Almost every other man we met In 


the streets of Samarkand was clothed 
In silk. 
A gentle hree/.e filled their 


long, wide sleeves till they looked like, 
silken pillows, and spread out tho folds 
of their ample garments, while the 
silk embroidery shone In the direct 
rays of the midday sun. Nevertheless 
Ihe cottonseed is now usurping every 
inch of c u l t i v a b l e ground. 
Although 


Its odor Is spoiling the fragrance of the 
air, and Its scattered fluff makes the 
very streets look like factories, mate- 
rials manufactured in Moscow 
from 


that very same cotton are quietly but 
surely usurping the place of those glo- 
rious silks that charm the eye of ev- 
ery European traveler.

MT. LOWE IN FLAMES 


Mountain Visited by Fiercest Blaze in the History of Southern California- 


Much Property Destroyed and Many Persons Overcome by Intense Heat 


Los Angeles.—Surging up the side 


of Mt. Lowe, with the steep, narrow 
walls of Alt. Flores as a natural flue, 
one of the fiercest forest fires in the 
history of the southwest, devastated 
miles of the moat magnificent scen- 
ery la California 
Sunday 
afternoon 


before 
being 
brought 
to 
check 


through the strenuous efforts of sev 
eral hundred men, who hurried to the 
sides of the mountain to risk their 
lives in an effort to save a spot which 
has helped to make Southern Califor 
nia famous. 


The cigar or cigarette stump lay 


among tiie patches of sage brush foi 
several minutes before taking fire, and 
then with a slight breeze eddying up 
ward from the lower slope, the tiny 
clump of sage brush began to redden 
and then burst into flame in a few 
minutes, the entire patch of sage was 
a naming mass which rapidly extended 
to the surrounding brush. 


While the damage was in progress 


directly below the incline the incline 
car was at the top of the slope await- 
ing a return trip, and as it passed over 
the danger spot, the conductor did not 
look below. 
As the car started the 


ascent, Conductor Fred Stuber, engi- 
neer on the incline road, happened to 
look down and there the tiny blaze of 
a moment before had changed into a 
seething volcano, spreading 
like 
a 


dreader .snake and snapping up in Its 
hungry maw the brush and small trees, 
dried to tinder by the long dry sea- 
son and only awaiting the touch of 
a spark to become a (laming torch. 


Conductor Gives the Alarm. 


The conductor watched the scene 


below helplessly, but did not warn th« 
passengers, 
as the 
little car tolled 


slowly to the top of the ascent, Mt. 
Echo. 
It seemed a life time to the 


man, watching the lire below him. and 
as the car reached the top of the as- 
cent, he sprang from it and dashed to 
the engine house, shouting the alarm 
as he ran. Firemen and engineers 
shut down tho machinery and leaving 
their posts ran to the government ob- 
servatory, whose glittering dome can 
be seen for many miles away. 


Sei/.ing aaiy implement that could 


be procured the force went to work to 
cutting down the brush and piling up 
dirt around the observatory until that 
building stood in a clearing of a hun- 
dred feet backed in the dirt of the 
mountain side and sate from the fire.

Economy In Separators—Corn Har- 


vesting flachine—British Poultry 
Shows—The Orange Industry—Hor- 
ticultural Note.s. 


ECONOMY IN SEPARATORS. 


Dairymen seem rather slow In learn- 


ing the value of cream separators. A 
correspondent inquires of the Country 
Gentleman If it will pay a farmer who 
milks four to eight cows and has hut- 
tor engaged at. twenty cents a pound, 
to buy a cream separator. The reply 
ought to bo of service for it is ex- 
plicit: 


With ordinary cows and methods of 


handling milk, a good separator will 
remove, at 20 cents a pound, from $5 
to $8 more butter from tho milk per 
cow per year. 
With eight cows tills 


would amount to from $40 to $00 sav- 
ing the first year, to say nothing of 
the increased feeding value e>f the 
warm skim milk for calves and pigs 
(which most feeders value very high- 
ly), 
though It cannot be stated in dol 


lars and cents with any degree of ac 
curacy. 
There Is not much difference 


In the amount of work required to 
care for the separator and the tinware 
where only a little milk is handled 
but with sttf or eight cows there Is un- 
doubtedly a saving in time. It Is usu 
ally true that better butter can ho 
made with the separator, because the 
milk is not allowed to stand so long 
exposed to possible undesirable in 
lluences. The cream is only about one- 
sixth of the whole amount of milk, 
thus reducing very 
materially 
the 


amount to be cooled and cared for 
where tho separator is used. 
There 


are not many places on tho farm 
where a man can invest $05 to $100 
and actually save from ha.lf to three 
quarters of tho investment the first 
year, as is often done where a separ- 
ator is installed and properly handled. 
With any reasonable degree of care, 
they will last a great many years. Of 
course If neglected, two or three years 
will put them in a very unsatisfac- 
tory condition, but the same Is true 
of any good machine.

Now comes a report from tho depart- 
ment of commerce and labor In the 
form of a volume of 218 pngrs, bear- 
Ing the title of "Foreign Markets for 
American Fruits," which contains "all 
the statistics of consuls in all foreign 
countries," showing tho consumption 
and importation of fruits. 
It is fa- 


v.rrablc to a further extension of ex- 
ports, but Its chief interest In found 
in the statistics of tho quantity and 
variety of our importation of fruits. 
Among those Imports was lomon« to 
tho value of $3,079,221. 
As our Cali- 


fornia lemons have at. last boon found 
more acceptable than foreign lemons 
and therefore find a ready market, It 
becomes at e>ncc apparent, to our fruit 
growers that California could safely 
produce $;!,000,000 worth more than at 
the present time. Whatever doubt may 
hang as a dense fog over the prospect, 
of the orange grower, a day of sun- 
shine greets the lemon grower.—The 
Herald.

Night SctfM In • MagnMto* Fairyland 
When AH the Electric Lights Glow 
Through the Enveloping Darkness. 


{.•IIAPTKR II. 


Last week we gave our readers a 


word picture of tbo Fair Grounds by 
daylight, and now if it is possible we 
will endeavor to convey to them a 
faint idea of tho 
brilliancy of tho 


scene by night. 


It is best to see the illumination 


at flr?t from a considerable distance. 
One should get his first glimpse of 
this' magnified 
fnirylnnd from the 


outside of thu grounds, or nt any rate 
from a point a milo or so away from 
tbo "Main Picture," 
which is tbo 


center of Iho HJluminntive features. 
Tbe night should bo dark, with neither 
moon nor *tnrn vidblo, but froe from 
clouds ,so that tho lights he not 
dimmed by tbo misty haze. 
Riding 


around a curvo on a trolley car, or 
topping tho brow of a bill, one sud- 
denly becomes aware of something 
wonderful in tbo distance, a mighty 
bouquet of light blossoming out of 
tlie darkness. 
For half a milo tho 


flowerH of light sparkle in tho 
rnurk 


-clear, cloancut, golden. 
Tho dis- 


tance not only lends (.'nclmntrnent to 
tho vinw, but rnellowa the lights to a 
soft, glow, Hoothlng to tbo oyes. 
One 


beholds glowing through tbo dark- 
ness, long lines of littlo lights, bro- 
ken horo and there into fantastic de- 
signs. 
Now a hugo star breaks out. 


made of many lights. 
Yonder is cir- 


nlo nftor circlo of gleaming brillian- 
cies, far up in tbo sky. 
Still higher 


up is outlined a skeleton framework 
of lights, and you know that it is tho 
illumination of a tower, though you 
see nothing whatever of tho towor it- 
self. 


Lower down arc parallel rows o' 


lamps, in parallelogram form, leading 
hundreds of yards horizontally, and 
sixty or seventy feet perpendicularly, 
tho perpendiculars [crossing the other 
linos at frequent intervals, and end- 
ing in circlcH and diamonds and 
wqtiareH and croHses. 
You know that 


this is tno outline of one of tbo migh- 
ty exhibit palaces, but you see no- 
thing of tho building 
itself.

glorious urcbway in electric lights 
marks a main entrance, and overhead 
H niirlniiH iirnmgnmeiih of lamps sug- 
gests a gigantic stutuo or a mighty j 
pediment of reclining figures, though 
Micro, is nothing visible of the statur- 
ary staff.
